Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant explained that advertisements are pushed in Landsman 
while it is not in the application. Examiner indicated advertisements may be pushed to the user but they are pushed in 
order to be locally stored for later use. Examiner indicated that Landsman discloses more than one prior art methods 
for introducing advertisements to users that read on the claims. Examiner also indicated that applicant admitted prior 
art (spec, p 4) discloses the use of local and removable storage devicse to provide advertisements to the user, where 
they are selected based on pre-configured user preference information. Applicant and examiner agreed that the claims 
should address clearly and carefully the linkage or association between the predetermined primary content and the 
auxiiary advertising content.
